I BROKE Off my last letter promising to give you 
an analysis of M. de Rémusat’s reply to M. Jules 
Favre. He was much more successful than the 
eminent orator. There is a great difference between 
a writer andaspeaker. The former is accurate, the 
latter declamatory; reason reigns in the former’s 
effort, passion predominates in the latter’s; the 
former is in a measure cold, the latter warm: re- 
flection seems the mistress of the former, sentiment 
of the latter. The atmosphere of the French 
Academy scarcely bears eloquence. It is best 
suited to conversation, which never sinks to the 
tone of ordinary talk, and never rises to the tones 
of the tribune or the bar. No member of the 
Academy was better suited than M. Rémusat to hit 
the bappy medium. An accomplished writer and 
a political orator of no mean powers, and a favorite 
with the Academy and the public, he possessed the 
further advantage of an intimate acquaintance with 
his subject. He was one of Victor Cousin’s school- 
mates, and the friendship formed on college benches 
lasted all their lives: “It is above half a century 
since I saw, in this hall whose seats were filled with 
the excited, throbbing youths of our schools, M. 
de Fontaines, sitting where I now stand, give to 
the oldest of these boys all the crowns the Univer- 
sity could place together on the same head.

| On his way to his home in the Rue St. Jacques, the 
apprentice-philosopher meditated on these painful 
struggles between destiny and conscience. He 
had learned from antiquity, and he read in. his 
heart, that virtue is independent of fortune, and 
that amid all the variations of terrestrial things, 
morality remains animmutable truth. Gentlemen, 
I should like to avoid metaphysics ; nevertheless, 
I must tell you in confidence the philosophy of 
sensations is incapable of establishing necessary 
truths. Assuredly the image of duty appeared as 
sacred to the inflexible Locke as to the easy Leib- 
nitz ; but Locke would have found it no easy task to 
establish in right the law he prescribed to himself. 
Now Cousin, disquieted by attempting to establish 
an agreement between the truths of the heart and 
the truths of the mind, at last adopted the phi- 
losophy of necessary ptinciples, and devoted him- 
self for ever to the religion of eternal ideas. He 
said to me: ‘A melodrama of the boulevards may 
have contributed to it.’ But while he in this way 
laboriously elected between Epicurus and Plato, 
the events of the century followed their course, and 
their formidable thunder pealed even in the asylum 
of peaceful studies. Surprised, humiliated, in con- 
sternation, and at the same time irritated and full 
of resentment and distrust against the powers of 
this world, the vanquished as well as the victors, 
we, young men of that day, asked ourselves, at the 
threshold of life, towards which light should we 
direct our steps, and whether we were sentenced to 
remain forever the toy of events. Judge what we 
must have felt, when in these modest asylums of 
public instruction we saw rise before us an ardent 
and grave, solemn and impassioned young man, 
who from the chair of masters said to us in an 
imposing voice: ‘ Take courage again, and lift up 
your souls once more. No hallowed object has 
been lost. The vicissitudes of force and fortune 
cannot affect truth. Above politics and war, phi- 
losophy will show you the unalterable idea of Right, 
whose servants politics and war should be, if they 
would not be contemptible. Let everything which 
has perished lead you back to those things which 
never perish; fix your eyes on Right and dedicate 
yourself to its cause. Return to doctrines which, 
| in the contemplation of necessary truths, find again 
| the divine origin of reason, and restore at the same 
time to it its prerogatives and its laws. In this 
way you will resume the interrupted work of the 
French Revolution by purifying and consolidating 
its principles. We have too long wished to be free, 
with the morals of slaves. It is time to inaugu- 
rate a philosophy which shall be, as Plato styles it, 
the Science of Free Men.’ What was M. Cousin’s 
doctrine? Reid had taught him to begin philoso- 
phy by an exact and complete study of the facul- 
ties of the soul. This gave science an experimental 
basis, for internal experiment is as certain and 
more direct than any other. M. Cousin saw here 
the principle of a method whose fundamental axiom 
Descartes before our day had proclaimed by giving 
it to modern philosophy for its characteristic and 
weapon. It is perhaps the only advantage modern 
has over ancient philosophy, which, if it were not 
|entirely ignorant of this method, was far from sus- 
pecting its resources and prolific nature. But the 
| description and analysis of the operations of our 
| mind would be, so to say, an abstract mechanics of 
the intelligence, if in its regular and uniform action 
we failed to discover the laws it observes, the ideas 
it disengages, the truths it takes for granted. Here 
begins the great part of necessary ideas. Here 
they reveal to us the essence and the rights of 
|reason, of that master-faculty, of that sovereign 
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interpreter of the secrets of the invisible. When 
the human mind is examined in its entirety, it at- 
tests to us its own nature, and at the same time 
the nature of things. Thought is the patented 
guarantee of the objects of thought, and it turns 
out that dialectics, while apparently discussing 
merely ideas, has discovered and proved realities. 
Substantial existence, which the human conscience 
attests, is really the foundation of our being; it 
is the soul, the intermediate agent between the 
world and God. Divine in its origin, terrestrial in 
the forms which limit it, it draws from the im- 
mortal truths it has received in deposit the hope 
of its own immortality. It refuses to believe the 
beam which enlightens it was given to consume it 
entirely on earth. Such was the rational and re- 
ligious spiritualism to which the study of books 
and of himself, the dialectics of Plato, the analysis 
of Aristotle, the reflection of Descartes, the observa- 
tion of Reid, and the criticism of Kant, concentrated 
in one single method, led M. Cousin. By free in- 
quiry, by the action of thought on itself, he attained 
that philosophical faith, which owes everything and 
costs nothing, to reason, because it ceases to dis- 
tinguish between reason and itself. While study- 
ing our faculties and ideas in all their variety, he 
detected the source of all the systems they have 
begotten, and by the very richness of our intellec- 
tual gifts he explained the variations of philosophy. 
His learned commerce with antiquity, thanks to 
his early studies, had soon taught him to raise the 
schools which had illustrated it, from the forgetfual- 
ness in which modern intellect had attempted to 
plunge them. Bacon and Descartes, for different 
reasons rejecting with disdain the traditions of 
learning, had, in some measure, encouraged phi- 
losophy to ignorance. The last century had but 
too well hearkened to these counsels, and at the 
beginning of this century, it was about to become 
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ridiculous to quote Aristotle or Plato. M. Cousin) 


could not bear philosophy should continue to blush 
for its masters. The systems which follow the flow 
of time are after all nothing but the human mind 
in action. If the human mind be the principal 
object of science, it cannot be well known without 
knowing everything it has done. The history of 
philosophy is an e-sential part of philosophy. M. 
Cousin devoted his most persevering efforts, his 
most laborious vigils, and his most eloquent lec- 
tures to develop and to vindicate the new idea. 
The power of his mind and his eloquence were never 
exhibited with more brilliancy than when, descend- 
ing from the cloudy sublimities of oriental thought, 
he traversed the road pursued by arts, war, and 
civilization, and went through Ionia to attain that 
heaven-cherished peninsula where the source of 
light was kindled which has illuminated the world, 
that beloved Greece, which did not invent the 
sciences, but which gave all of them to us by 
lending them her genius. After he had succes- 
sively followed the most glorious stages of thought 
from Pythagoras to Plotinus, he gallantly entered 
the darkness of the Middle Ages to rekindle its 
pale lights too completely eclipsed by lapse of time. 
There he delighted too to point out the generous 
efforts of the mind alternately supported and re- 
strained by an authority which at least wished to 
be spiritual, and which, though it might fear, did 
not profess to despise reason. With what sentiments 
of admiration and gratitude he hailed the dawn of 
the Revival! He saw, as ’twere with his own eyes, 
the awakening of the human mind. At Descartes’s 
first word he recognized his master, and guided by 
him went to Leibnitz. By their double light he 
contemplated the whole empire of intellect, of 
which France, England, Scotland, and Germany are 








the principal provinces, and paused only when he 
had terminated, after visiting school by school, the 
important review of questions, and of solutions 
still more numerous than questions. The extent, 
sagacity, and suppleness of his critical genius 
freely exerted all their power in this labyrinth 
where human thought seemed lost. He detected 
in the almost regular series of the most different 
doctrines a law of continuity which was visible 
amid successive and contrary reactions. M. Cousin 
said he had discovered the law of the revolutions, 
of philosophy. He did not think these revolutions 
any more than others, should be reduced to vain 
and sterile agitations ; the discussion should pro- 
duce some conclusion. It was necessary to disen- 
gage the permanent idea, victorious over all errors, 
reconcilable with all truth, by the comparative 
examination of the natural or forced, plausible or 
exaggerated ideas of all systems. In this way 
history would be made clearer by criticism; dis- 
cussion would separate the false from the true, and 
the judgment of reason would garner the latter. 
The essence of that eclecticism of which we have 
heard so much was to bring together everything 
in order to examine everything, and to distinguish 
each thing from every other thing, in order to elect 
between them. This eclecticism in turn brought him 
back to spiritualism, grounded now on the exami- 
nation of the works of the human mind, as it had 
been by the study of the faculties of the human 
mind. Therefore, if it be asked, which are the 
fundamental points of M. Cousin’s philosophy, the 
reply should be: a general method, called in the 
language of the schools the psychological method, 
and which, applied to the study of the conscience 
and verified by the history of philosophy, leads to 
a certain metaphysics whose last conclusions may 
be reduced to this old and familiar belief: there is 
a soul which attests a God.” 

Here I must end my quotations, which I fear are 
already long, though I hope the clear and masterly 
sketch of M. Cousin’s intellectual history may be 
deemed warrant for the quotations’ length.

Tue Harpers have collected, in a beautifully- 
printed volume, ‘‘ Cape Cod and All Along Shore 
Stories,’’ by Charles Nordhoff.

Porr & Amery have published a neat little vol- 
ume by John Hillhouse, who has undertaken to 
describe the Annunciation in blank verse.

TuE American Annual Cyclopedia for 1867, pub- 
lished by D. Appleton & Company, is issued, and 
will compare well with any of its predecessors. Its 
importance as a record of contemporary history is 
hardly, if any, less than that of the volumes pub- 
lished during the war. The history of the progress 
of reconstruction in the Southern States is given 
with apparent impartiality, and with as much mi- 
nuteness as is consistent with the purposes of a 
cyclopedia. One hundred and twenty-five pages 
are devoted to Congress, and under the heads of 
the several Southern States the action of the 
military authorities and of the people during the 
year is recorded. This feature of the “ Cyclopa- 
dia” alone makes it a valnable political manual. 
Among the other titles of especial importance is that 


of China, which gives timely information in regard | 


to the recent movement for an extension of com- 
mercial intercourse. The account of the establish- 
ment of the New Dominion of Canada is another 
interesting contribution. A clear statement of the 
results of the Paris Exhibition is well worth reading. 
Under the head of “ Literature and Literary Pro- 
gress” a terse and well-arranged summary of what 
was done in the literary world during the year is 
presented. A succinct and satisfactory account of 
the war in Paraguay is given under the appropriate 
head. The history of the close of Maximilian's 
career in Mexico, and of geographical explorations 
and discoveries in 1867, and the article on the 
finances, are among the other contributions of 
value. The obituary department is quite as full and 
interesting as usual. The volume is illustrated by 
fine steel engravings of George Peabody, Minister 
Burlingame, and Chief-Justice Chase. 
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Ix our last issue, we inadvertently stated that 
Mr. Walter Low was to succeed Mr. Robert Turner 
in the management of the branch house of Cassell, 
Petter, & Galpin (London publishers), New York. 
We intended to state directly the reverse of this— 
namely, that Mr. Robert Turner was to succeed Mr. 
Walter Low as manager of the agency at New 
York of the London house. 

“Our BRANCH AND Its TrisuTaRtes.’’—Under the 
above title Mrs. Sarah E. Henshaw has written a 
history of the operations of the Northwest Sanitary 
Commission, at the request of the officers of that 
noble organization. Out of the immense mass of 
correspondence on file at the office of the Commis- 
sion, thirty folio volumes of sixty thousand pages, 
she has managed to condense a clear and exceed- 
ingly interesting history of the efforts made by the 
self-sacrificing women of the West to mitigate the 
sufferings of their brothers in the field. It is fall 
of displays of womanly devotion, generosity, tact, 
and endurance. Its local value is enhanced by the 
full and well-arranged lists of the contributions 
made from each locality in the Northwest. 

As a specimen of western book-making it is espe- 
cially notable. We are told that the paper, the 
types, and the maps were all of western manufac- 
ture, and it would be difficult to surpass them any- 
The publisher is Alfred L. Sewell, of 
Chicago. The book is to be sold by subscription 
only. 

Recouuections oF THE Paris Exuaisition.—Mr. 
Eugene Rimmel, an assistant commissioner to the 
late Paris Exhibition, has prepared an exceedingly 
readable and instructive volume, entitled “ Recol- 
leetions of the Paris Exhibition,’’ published by J. 
B. Lippincott & Company, Philadelphia. It is not 
too high praise to say that no other account of the 
more notable features of the Exhibition has pre- 
sented so many facts so clearly and in so succinct 
amanner. Amid the almost countless articles on 
exhibition, Mr. Rimmel has selected those which 
are of real importance, and has described them in 
such a manner as to impart correct conceptions. 
The text is largel,, explained by the numerous and 
excellent wood-cuts which illustrate it. As regards 
the paper and the typographical execution of the 
work, they are deserving of the highest praise. 
The book is a fine specimen of the excellent style 
of book-making for which J. B. Lippincott & Co. are 
becoming famous. 

Wyskoor & SHerwoop have issued a miniature 
edition of Thackeray’s “ Newcomes.”’ It forms one 
of their “‘ Handy Volume” series, and contains seve- 
ral illustrations. The volumes of this series are 
what they purport to be, small and compact edi- 
tions, with handsome purple cloth covers, and 
printed on very small type. 

An illustrated edition of “Kathrina,” a poem 
by J. G. Holland, will soon be published by Scrib- 
ner & Co., New York. The artists are W. J. Hen- 
nessy and C. W. Griswold.

A continuation of the Letters appeared 
duriug the late war, and was the reverse of success- 
ful. 

Messrs. Francis B. Fecr and Cuarues T. Ditiine-

tinue the business of the late Mr. O. S. Felt, at 455 
Broome Street, New York. Both gentlemen have 
been long connected with the house, have a tho- 
rough knowledge of its business, and of its ex- 
tensive connections; and thus possess the very 
best facilities for continuing its operations. 

Tue National Temperance Society (N. Y. City) 
has issued a l6mo. volume of about 200 pages, 
composed of the various temperance tracts which 
the Society has from time to time published. It 
will be found a useful collection of documents on 
the subject. 

A Fixe LisrAry.—The library of the late Prof. 
Amos Dean, of Albany, has been catalogued, and is 
for sale by Mr. Joseph Sabin, New York. It com- 
prises 179 pages, and is quite rich in the depart- 
ments of antiquities, Belles Lettres, Biography, 
History, Mental and Moral Philosophy, Politics, 
and Political Economy. We are informed that Prof. 
Dean’s “ History of Civilization” was completed 
and revised by the author before his death, and is 
about to be published in seven octavo volumes. He 
devoted, it is said, six hours daily for more than 
twenty-five years tothe preparation of this work. 
It is of a very comprehensive character, and dis- 
cusses an extended range of subjects. 

Cuartes G. Hatpine, a clever and well-edu- 
cated Irish gentleman, who had acquired no small 
reputation by occasional poems, written with the 
nom de plume of “Miles O'Reilly,” died, in New 
York, on the morning of the 3d inst., from the ef- 
fects of an overdose of chloroform. He had been 
twenty years in this country, was only thirty-nine 
years old, had considerable and varied experience 
as a hewspaper author, and, a few years ago, 
became proprietor of a weekly paper of considerable 
popularity, “The New York Citizen.” He served 
in the late war, at the close of which he was bre- 
vetted as Major General. Last year he was elected 
to the office of Registrar of the city of New York— 
an office of considerable emolument, which he did 
not live to occupy more than eight months. He 
was a keen politician, with great influence over 
his party. It may be regretted that he

for, if he had devoted himself to pure literature, 
he could scarcely have failed to win permanent re- 
nown. 

Tae most recent Cookery Book (which is also 
the most costly, for the London price is two guineas 
for each copy) is one by Jules Gouffé, chef de cui- 
sine of the Paris Jockey Club, translated and 
adapted for English use by Alphonse Gouffé, head 
pastry-cook to Queen Victoria.

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Tue “Country Gentleman’s Magazine” is the 
most recently established of the London shilling 
mouthlies. 

Samus Lover, author of “ Rory O’More,” died in 
the island of Jersey, and not in Dublin, as was 
telegraphed. 

Ix the “‘ London Times,” of July 3d, was published 
an original poem signed by C. K., welcoming Mr. 
Longfellow to England. It was generally believed 
that these verses were written by the Rev. Charles 
Kingsley, poet and preacher, who is now Professor 
of History in the University of Cambridge. It is 
stated, however, that their author is Mr. Charles 
Kent, author of several volumes of poetry, editor of 
the “Sun,’’ London evening paper, and contributor 
to “Blackwood’s Magazine,” “Westminster Review,” 
“ Dublin Review,’’ and other periodicals. 

Tae Duke of Edinburgh, Queen Victoria’s second 
son, is about publishing an account of his travels 
in the steamship Galatea. This will include his 
trips in the Mediterranean and his recent visit to 
Australia. The work will be illustrated with his 
own drawings, 

Tue London “ Atheneum” points out a new and 
remarkable instance of literary plagiarism. A book, 
entitled “ With Maximilian in Mexico,’’ professing 
to have been written by “ Max., Baron von Alvens- 
leben, late Lieutenant in the Imperial Mexican 
Army,’’ is shown to consist, in numerous striking 
passages, of copious extracts, scarcely altered, from 
Bulwer’s (Lord Lytton’s) novel of “ Devereux,” 
published forty years ago. Parallel quotations, 
liberally made, prove the charge of the English 
critic against the German plagiarist. 

Dr. Henry Bianc, who was a captive of King 
Theodorus, announces, with wood-cuts, “ Prison 
Life in Abyssinia.” 

Cotone. Youue, an Englishman of letters, is pre- 
paring a new edition of the novels of Marco Polo. 

A yew edition of “ Watson’s History of English 
Poetry” is announced ; revised and corrected, but 
not brought down to the present time. 

Tuomas Moorz.—The “ Atheneum” says: “ We 
understand that the tomb of the poet Thomas 
Moore, who died in 1852, and was interred in the 
churehyard of Bramham, in Wiltshire, is in a very 
bad condition. It is not creditable to us that the 
resting-place of the author of ‘ Lalla Rookh’ should 
pass into oblivion: and perhaps attention being 
drawn to the present condition of his grave may 
lead to its being put into an efficient state of 
repair ”’ 

Mr. Georce Grorr, the historian of Greece, has 
been elected President of the Council of University 
College, London, in place of the late Lord Brougham. 

Tae Ex-King of Hanover is engaged in the pub- 
lication of his own musical compositions. 

“Mrs. Brown at the Sea-Side,” and “ Mrs. Brown 
at Paris,” by the gentleman who calls himself Ar- 
thur Sketchiey, are announced in London. 

Anoruer Nosite Avrnor.—The Earl of Wilton, 
whilom a great patron of “the Turf,” though 
never of “the Ring,” has written a book “On the 
Sports and Pursuits of the English, as bearing upon 
their National Character,” the purpose of which is 
to show that, so long as a nation cultivates manly 
sports, it cannot fail to flourish and to be free. This 
volume is the extension of a paper read by Lord 
Wilton before those “ most potent, grave, and rev- 
erend seigniors,” the British Association for the 
Promotion of Science. 


Tae opening article in “ Blackwood’s Magazine” 
for August is the first of a series on Mr. Disraeli. 
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TERE is to be sold, next November, by Frederick |

Iy a letter to the London “ Times,” dated July 14, 
Mr. Henry Morley, Professor of English Literature 
in’ University College, London, announced that he 
had discovered an unpublished poem by John 
Milton. It exists, he said, in the handwriting of 
Milton himself, on a blank page in the volume of 
poems, both English and Latin, which contains 
his “Comus,” “Lycidas,” “L’Allegro,” and ‘11’! 
Penseroso.’’ It is signed with his initials, and 
dated October, 1647. Professor Morley found the 
poem, in Milton’s autograph (he believes), on the | 
reverse of a leaf not printed on, at the close of the 
Latin poems, edition of 1645. The poem, consisting 
of 54 lines, is entitled “ An Epitaph,” and is signed 
“J. M., Ov, 1647.” Part of the signature 
covered by the stamp of the British Museum, to 
which the volume belongs. With few exceptions, 
the critics who have been discussing Mr. Morley’s 
announcement accept the poem as really the pro- 
duction of Milton. The Earl of Winchelsea (known

The balance of opinion and argument is with them, 
so far. A doubt has been raised whether the “ J.” 
in the signature may not be a “ P. ;” but experts 
declare that the manuscript as a whole is undeni- 
ably Milton’s.

Ir is stated in an English paper, as “an inte- 
resting fact,” that the box which brought Mr. King- 
lake’s manuscript of his history down to the Messrs.

A rerssve of Dickens’ “ Household Words,”’ in vol- 
umes, has been begun in London.

Mr. Stirurxe Coyne, author of numerous plays:

sixty-five. 

Ir was the intention of Lord Brougham, and is 
that of his only surviving brother and successor, 
that his papers, which Dr. Cauvin had begun to 
arrange and classify, should be worked up into a 
memoir, to be published after his death. Whoever 
wrote this, it was to have been revised by his Lord- 
ship, so as virtually to make it an autobiography. 
But, when such work is deferred until one’s nine- 
tieth year, the prospect of its being completed 
becomes small indeed. Under the circumstances, 
it is probable that the present Lord Brougham will 
write his brother’s life. 

Witkie Couiiixs’ last romance, “ The Moonstone,” 
which was simultaneously published in “All the 
Year Round” and ‘“‘Harper’s Weekly,” has been pub- 
lished, in the regular three-volume form, by Tinsley 
Brothers, London, and by Harper & Brother, New 
York. The price in England is a guinea anda half 
in gold, and only a dollar anda half (currency) in 
New York. But the American edition has a great 
many original engravings of very high merit. As 
for the story, it is superior, in some points, even to 
“The Woman in White,” but does not exhibit any 
character half so good as Count Fosco. On the 
other hand, Betteredge, the garrulous old family 
servant, is a lifelike character. But the great 
original conception and filling up here is Ezra Jen- 
nings, the doctor’s assistant. Most painful, but 
noble and true. The incidents of the plot are 
evolved, with wondrous skill, in the most effective 
manner. It leaves “Armadale” far behind, and 
casts “ Foul Play” very much into the shade. The 
author himself dramatized it for the French, and 
will also adapt it for the English stage. 


Tue new and cheap series of the celebrated “ Gen- 
tleman’s Magazine” maintains its old character 
for its necrological notices. The number for August 
contains obituary memoirs of Samuel Lover, Mr. J.

The contents of the Offering have been carefully 
prepared, and the author has bestowed on the work 
the labor of several years. A number of introduc- 
tory pages are devoted to a familiar, thorough, and 
systematic exposition of the art of singing, to 
which are added copious time exercises, chromatic 
exercises, and melodic studies for the practice and 
cultivation of the voice. 

The Court Sermon: 1674. Supposed to have been Writ- 
ten by Gilbert Burnet, Bishop of Salisbury. pp- 
54. Cincinnati: Robert Clarke & Co. 

Mr. Clarke informs us that he obtained the manu- 
script of the sermon here printed, from London, 
about eleven years ago, having ordered at a 
venture from an old book catalogue. In printing 
it, the spelling and other peculiarities of the origi- 
nal have been preserved. As to the authorship, it 
is quite evident, even from the editor’s preface, 
that the probabilities are greatly against its having 
been written by Bishop Burnet. The text of the 
Sermon consists of the 4th and 5th verses of the 
26th chapter of Proverbs, ‘“‘ Answer not a fool 
according to his folly,’’ etc., and “ Answer a fool 
according to his follys,” ete. The body of the 
discourse treats mostly of the follies of princes, 
and itis written in a terse and rather quaint style, 
constituting, as we may well suppose, a genuine 
specimen of the sermonizing productions of the age. 
It is reproduced in an excellent style, only 150 
copies being printed. We regard the discourse 
not altogether as a curiosity, but as in reality an 
interesting and not unprofitable addition to our 
knowledge of the minute literature of the age to 
which it belongs ; and its editorship and publication 
furnish another illustration that among our busiest 
and most successful publishers there are cultivated 
gentlemen not unskilled in the bibliography, and 
not unappreciative of the contents, of the works 
they are handling.
